STRIPPING MACHINE 


This special machine slits a sheet of card stock 
into strips, which is the first operation in making 
L. B. cards. A single sheet is fed by hand into the 
rotary knives, which revolving on two shafts, upper 
and lower, divide the sheet into strips as it passes 
between the knives. The record production of a 
single machine being fifty-five thousand sheets a 
day, making a total of four and one-half tons of 
stock handled by one girl in a single day. 


COMBINATION CUTTING MACHINE 


This machine cuts, punches, rules and counts. 
The strips are taken from the stripping machine 
and put in the feeder which feeds the strips one 
at a time to a gate which holds the strip in 
position for the punch. It then runs under the 
ruling spindles and then through the rotary 
knives, cutting the strip into cards. These ma- 
chines were invented by L. B. Each machine 
has a capacity of more than two hundred and 
fifty thousand cardsa day.
